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Brown  Advises  Youth 
To  Prepare  For  Future 


President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  gave  BYU  students 
advice  Sunday  at  a 10-stake  fireside  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

His  subject  was  preparing  for  the  momentous  changes  of  the  next  two 
decades. 

Speaking  to  an  audience  that  packed  the  fieldhouse,  he  compared 
Mormon  youth  to  astronauts  “in  the  finest  sense  of  the  term.  We’re 
going  to  embark  on  a long  mission,”  he  said.  “We  must  qualify 
ourselves,  accumulate  fuel  (knowledge),  properly  use  it,  and  we’ll  be 
launched,”  he  added. 

He  warned  that  “each  must  learn  that  if  we  break  the  rules  of  the 
game,  we  must  lose,”  and  that  “our  journey  will  be  successful  if  we 
receive  instructions  from  the  great  pilot.” 

President  Brown  discussed  five  ways  for  students  to  prepare  for  the 
future: 

1 . By  remembering  that  “all  lasting  wealth  is  of  the  heart.” 

2.  Through  repentance.  He  warned  students  that  “no  swift 
repentance  can  repeal  a violated  principle.” 

3.  With  faith  and  curiosity.  He  said,  “We  need  to  go  forward

In  explaining  his  action,  Clyde  said  members  of 
the  company  were  not  concerned  with  the  interests 
of  Springville  or  Provo  but  with  the  effects  of  the 
park  on  Utah  County. 

David  Haight,  director  of  BYU  development,  was 
pleased  by  the  action.  “BYU  is  pleased  and 
enthusiastic  over  the  position  taken  by  the 
Provo-Springville  Holding  Company  in  releasing  its 
option  to  the  city  of  Springville,”  he  said.  “This  will 
enable  the  University  and  the  city  of  Springville  to 
complete  their  negotiations  for  the  land.” 

Haight  added  that  “plans  will  begin  immediately 
for  the  engineering  and  the  master  plan  studies  for 
the  development  of  the  area.” 

Construction  on  the  site  will  not  begin,  however, 
until  at  least  1971.  The  dismantling  of  the  Ironton 
Plant  site  is  not  scheduled  for  completion  until  that 
year.

“I  want  to  make  it  clear  that  the  acts 
which  were  charged,  but  not  proven, 
represent  a fundamental  violation  of  Army 
violations,  orders  and  principles,”  Resor 
said.  ‘‘The  Army  will  not  and  cannot 
condone  unlawful  acts  of  the  kind 
alleged.” 


“These  men  will  be  returned  to  duty  and  Under  specifications  released  only  Friday 


after  weeks  of  official  secrecy,  the  Green 
Berets  were  accused  of  murder  and 
conspiracy  in  the  death  of  a South 
Vietnamese  named  Thai  Khac  Chuyen, 
who  was  allegedly  drugged  with  morphine 
and  then  shot. 

Col.  Rheault,  later  relieved  of  command 
of  the  3,000  Green  Berets  in  Vietnam,  was 
charged  with  premeditated  murder 
although  the  legal  specifications  said  he  did 
not  participate  in  the  actual  slaying. 

The  so-called  trigger  man  was  identified 
in  the  charges  as  Capt.  Robert  F.  Marasco, 
27,  of  Bloomfield,  N.  J. 

According  to  the  Pentagon,  Resor  acted 
on  his  own  in  the  rare,  top-level  legal

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland  (AP)— British  Commandos  landed  in 
Northern  Ireland  today  to  reinforce  3,000  troops  trying  to  stem  a new 
wave  of  fire  bombings  and  street  battles  between  Roman  Catholics  and 
Protestants. 


PRAGUE  (AP)— Although  purged  from  Czechoslovakia’s  top 
leadership,  Alexander  Dubcek  is  not  a “lost  person”  and  still  has  great 
opportunity  if  he  heeds  criticism  and  acknowledges  shortcomings,  a 
Communist  party  spokesman  declared  Monday. 

But  another  party  official  disclosed  that  the  man  who  tried  to 
liberalize  communism  in  Czechoslovakia  in  1 968  stood  his  ground  at  a 
part  meeting  last  week  that  resulted  in  his  ouster  from  the  ruling 
Presidium  and  the  presidency  of  the  National  Assembly. 


BONN,  Germany  (AP)— The  West  German  government  freed  the  mark 
Monday  to  find  its  own  level.  Meanwhile,  the  nation’s  two  major 
political  parties  maneuvered  for  power  in  the  wake  of  Sunday’s 
elections  in  which  neither  won  a clear  mandate. 

The  Christian  Democrats  of  Chancellor  Kurt  Georg  Kiesinger  and  the 
Social  Democrats  of  Foreign  Minister  Willy  Brandt  each  need  the  30 
parliamentary  seats  won  by  the  tiny  Free  Democratic  party  in  order  to 
dominate  the  next  government.  The  two  major  parties  now  are  joined 
in  a ruling  government  coalition. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— Germany’s  decision  to  yield  to  international 
pressure  and  let  its  currency  find  its  own  value  does  not  affect  the 
American  dollar  and  will  help  dampen  speculation,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  David  M.  Kennedy  said  Monday. 

Kennedy  issued  a statement  after  Pierre-Paul  Schweitzer,  managing 
director  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  told  the  packed  first 
session  of  four  worldwide  financial  and  development  groups  that  the 
German  government  would  reopen  currency  exchanges  Tuesday  and 
stop  insuring  the  mark’s  value  temporarily. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— The  House  Armed  Services  committee,  in  a 
sudden  shift  of  position,  will  open  hearings  today  on  President  Nixon’s 
proposal  for  basic  reform  of  the  draft  law. 

Chairman  L.  Mendel  Rivers,  D-S.C.,  who  had  previously  shown  no 
interest  in  speedy  action  on  Nixon’s  request,  announced  the  hearings  in 
a brief  statement  Saturday  without  elaboration.  Previously  he  had 
talked  of  hearings  later  this  autumn. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)— Sculptors  unfurled  a 1 ,000-foot-long  strip  of  red 
vinyl  from  a footbridge  over  the  East  River  Sunday,  marking  the 
opening  on  Wards  Island  of  the  Avant  Garde  Festival  of  New  York.

In  the  Monday  meeting,  the 
council  noted  that  a survey  would 
be  taken  to  see  about  the 
possibilities  of  students  on  the 
curriculum  committee,  university 
planning  and  academic 
committees. 

Ken  Kartcher,  president,  moved 
to  abolish  the  holding  of  70  plus 
seats  at  the  devotional  assemblies. 
He  mentioned  that  it  showed

There  also  were  reports  that  the 
glamorous  Special  Forces  which 
wear  the  green  berets  and  the 
Army  were  feuding  about 
handling  of  the  case.  Those 
sympathetic  to  the  case  accused 
Gen.  Creighton  W.  Abrams,  U.S. 
Commander  in  Vietnam,  of  taking 
a direct  hand  in  making  an 
example  of  the  eight  Green 
Berets.  But  they  furnished  no 
documentation. 

There  were  contentions  that 
Abrams  became  furious  over  the 
slaying  and  was  using  his  full 
authority  in  prosecuting  the  case. 

Although  the  case  was  a hot 
potato  for  the  Nixon 
administration,  the  Pentagon  had 
generally  maintained  a hands  off 
policy,  leaving  legal  disposition 
with  the  Army  in  Vietnam  to 
avoid  short  circuiting  the  IMF 
process. 

Laird  revealed  that  at  one  point 
he  had  directly  intervened  to  see 
that  the  accused  men  were  freed 
from  what  amounted  to  solitary 
confinement  in  small,  individual 
cells,  and  given  some  amount  of 
freedom  as  “institution  parolees” 
pending  their  trials,  at  the  Army 
base  at  Long  Binh,  South 
Vietnam. 

There  had  been  other  criticism 
from  official  quarters  about  the 
Army’s  handling  of  the  legal 
details.  Although  the  South 
Vietnamese  agent  was  slain  in 
mid-July,  the  accused  men  were 
not  informed  of  the  charges 
against  them  for  several  days  after 
being  arrested.

Miss  Olson  was  on  a picnic  with 
the  BYU  78th  Ward  when  she  fell 
about  40  feet  down  a 
mountainside. 

She  suffered  a severe  hip  bruise 
and  is  being  released  from  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  today.

STUDENT  PAPER 

It  was  interesting  to  note  the 
headline  carried  on  the  front  of 
Thursday’s  issue  of  the  student 
newspaper,  THE  DAILY 
UNIVERSE.  The  article  consisted 
of  an  interview  with  BYU  Dean  of 
Students  J.  Elliot  Cameron  on  the 
subject  of  dress  standards. 

Cameron  was  telling  the 
students  that  beards  and  bushy 
sideburns  aren’t  allowed  on 
campus  and  moustaches  and 
sideburns  must  be  neatly 
trimmed.  Male  students  must  have 
their  hair  trimmed  above  the  ears 
and  tapered  above  the  collar.  Girls 
skirts  which  are  “embarrassing  to 
the  girls’  relatives,  friends  or 
associates”  do  not  meet  the 
standards. 

The  article  concluded  by  stating 
that  students  are  given  a chance  to 
visit  the  Dean  of  Students’  Office 
when  dress  fails  to  meet 


standards.  But,  “noncompliance 
with  standards  or  failure  to  appear 
at  a scheduled  appointment'  with 
the  Dean  will  result  in  expulsion 
from  the  University.” 

One  of  those  here  Friday  whom 
we  hope  had  a chance  to  read  the 
article  during  a visit  to  the  campus 
was  CSU  President  A.  Ray 
Chamberlain.  Chamberlain  was 
guest  speaker  at  a CSU  alumni 
dinner  here  Friday  night  and  later 
appeared  on  a Salt  Lake  City 
television  program. 

It  has  often  been  said,  and  with 
some  reason,  that  CSU’s  athletic 
department  suffers  financially  as  a 
result  of  a minority  number  of 
students’  image  among  county 
and  state  residents.  It  is  entirely 
possible  that  student  fees  have 
risen  and  will  continue  to  rise  due 
to  fewer  and  smaller  contributions 
that  would  be  received  under  a 
better  student  image. 

FINANCES 

Although  BYU  receives 
financial  support  from  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  none  of  this 
support  may  be  used  for 
intercollegiate  athletics.  Yet,  less 
than  12  months  after  a drive  was 
started  to  collect  $1  million  for 
construction  of  a new  BYU 
basketball  auditorium,  more  than 
$700,000  has  been  received  in 
private  donations  from  Utah 
residents  who  had  already  given 
10  per  cent  of  their  income  to 
The  Church.

Dr.  Paul  V.  Hyer,  professor  of 
history  and  member  of  the  faculty 
committee  for  Asian  Studies, 
discussed  his  recent  trip  across  the 
Trans  - Siberian  Railroad, 
something  few  Americans  have 
experienced. 

The  trip  originated  in  Moscow 
and  lasted  eight  days  as  he 
followed  the  railroad  along  the 
'Mongolran-Manchuriah  border 
between  Russia  and  China. 

Dr.  Hyer  reported  that  the  train 
went  through  sparsely-populated 
areas  where  the  living  conditions 
are  very  poor.  He  noted  that 
although  industry  and  railroads 
are  well-developed,  agriculture  is 
still  in  its  infancy. 

Because  of  border  disputes 
railroad  travel  along  the  border 
between  Russia  and  China  was 
recently  discontinued  for 
foreigners.
